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Allowable Subject Matter 

Claims 1-21 are allowed. 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: The prior art 
does not anticipate nor render obvious the claimed subject matter of: 
A differential carrier for a differential 

drive, which differential carrier is supported so as to be rotatable around its longitudinal 
axis (A) and which is rotatingly drivable, comprising: 

two output gears which are supported in the differential carrier coaxially relative to the 
longitudinal axis (A); and 

a plurality of differential gears which are rotatably supported on a cross member, said 
cross member having at least three bearing arms extending radially relative to the 
longitudinal axis (A) and being held in the differential carrier, said differential gears 
meshingly engage the output gears, 

wherein two first bearing arms of the cross member positioned opposite one another are 
connected to one another and form at least one central transverse aperture, and 
wherein at least one second bearing arm of the cross member is produced separately 
from said two first bearing arms and comprises a first portion with a first diameter (d) for 
being inserted into the at least one transverse aperture, a second portion with a greater 
second diameter (D) for receiving the associated differential gear, as well as a transition 
portion connecting the first and the second portion and having a continuously increasing 
diameter. 

No particular single feature of the claim renders the claim as a whole patentable. 
Only the claim taken as a whole combination is deemed new and unobvious.
